was at hand and that the power of 
Spain would soon be driven from the 
island by Hie combined strength of 
American and Cuban arms.

pected soldiers. Gen. Garcia himself, 
with the officers of ids 
staff around 
him, stood on si hillside overlooking 
the sea and gave forth expressions of 
joy as he watched the approach of the 
vessels.

half- 
clothed troops, and 
great 
shouts is­

4 fusionists; 
the vote 
against annexation comprised 77 Dem­ 
ocrats, 3 Republicans.

'J'lie session began at IO 
o’clock and 
debate 
continued seven 
hours. 
Notable speeches were made 
by Messrs.

The announcem ent of the 
vote upon the passage of tile resolu­ 
tions w as cheered upon the floor and 
applauded generally by the spectators.

The rapidity with which the Atlantic 
Squadron has been corral in g schooners 
and liners In the West Indies and the 
enormous aggregate values of these 
prizes raises the question as to their dis­ 
position and the apportionment of the 
prooeods. It is difficult to treat a sub­ 
ject of this nature without bringing in 
more or loss collateral material which 
bears directly or indirectly upon the 
rights of belligerents with respect to 
naval prizes, but an attempt will be 
made in the following review to define 
the rights of captors and trace the cap­ 
tive schooner from the time she “heaves 
to’ ’ to the auction block and the dis­ 
tribution of the proceeds arising from 
heir sale among the parties entitled to 
reward. 
The capture of tho enemy’s ship 
does not, as popularly supposed, convey 
any title to the vessel or to her cargo. 
The capture simply gives the prize crew 
the opportunity to take the ship Into 
port and await condemnation proceed­ 
ings by a oourt of competent jurisdic­ 
tion. If the captor cannot take his prise 
to a native port, he may sell it in a 
neutral port and then deposit the prise 
money received with the prize court in 
his own country. The captor may in 
case of necessity destroy the prize or al­ 
low her owner to ransom her. The goods 
of an enemy or the ships*>of a neutral 
may be seized, but the noncontraband 
goods on an enemy’s ship may not be 
taken. Contraband goods may be seized 
wherever and whenever found. Upon 
this subject the Paris declaration of 
1850 provides that “ the neutral flag 
oovers enemy’s goods except contraband 
of war; that neutral goods, except con­ 
traband, are not liable to capture under 
the enemy’s flag.’’ These rules, a1 


proceeds the balance is distributed I 
among the captors. 
The term “prise money” has a wider 
significance than the term “prise,” and I 
extends to any reward granted by the 
state for the capture of enemy’s proper- 
ty, "whether by land or sea. In the Unit­ 
ed States, according to the act of 1804, 
the whole proceeds go to the captor 
where the prize is of superior or equal 
force to the captor. This fact is deter­ 
mined by the court. Where the prise is I 
of inferior force the captor receives one- 
half the proceeds and the other half 
goes to the pension fund of the govern­ 
ment A bounty of $800 is awaxded by 
the government where the prise is of I 
equal or superior force to the captor and I 
$100 where the prise is of inferior force. 
The commanding officer of rn fleet or 
squadron receiver one-twentieth of the I 
proceeds of the capture, the commander! 
of the division one-fiftieth, the fleet 
captain one-hundredth and the com-1 
mender of a single veeeel assisting in 
the capture one-tenth of the amount a1-1 
lotted to the vessel. Therestof the crew 
shares in proportion to the pay they re­ 
ceive from the government The prise 
money is turned over to the treasury of 
the Uhited States at its nearest subde­ 
partment and is distributed in aooord- 
anoe with the decree of the oourt The 
distribution is made by the commanding 
officer of the fleet and the paymaster. 
Ransom money and salvage upon con­ 
demned property are distributabl^as 
prise money. The United States 
shal who has the custody and care of I 
the capture receives one-fourth of I per 
oent as his compensation. The prise 
I commissioners receive a salary of $8,000 
a year when their service oovers that

The prize must be taken on the high 
seas or in territorial waters of one of 
the belligerents, and must be taken by 
an armed vessel duly commissioned by 
the sovereign of the captor. A capture 
made in neutral waters is in violation 
of neutrality and may be restored at the 
discretion of the neutral power. On 
this subject most nations have municipal 
regulations. All public ships of war 
within signaling distance are usually 
entitled to share in the proceeds of the 
capture. This rule was incorporated in 
the United States oode of prize law, act 
of congress, June 80, 1864. After the 
capture has been made the next step is 
the determination of its legality. It is 
now an understood principle of interna­ 
tional law that this must be determined 
by a qualified prize court. 
Captors 
should send their capture to a conven­ 
ient native port or to the port of an al­ 
lied nation for adjudication. They may 
forfeit their rights by misconduct ill 
this respect. 
The prize act of the United States is 
based upon article 8, section 8 of the 
constitution, whioh provides that “ the 
judicial power shall oxtend to all oases 
of admiralty and maritime jurisdic­ 
tion. ” The prize courts arc the district 
courts, the state courts having no stand­ 
ing in admiralty matters 
The venue of the prize oourt is desig­ 
nated by the secretary of the navy, but 
should the secretary of the navy omit to 
make such designation tho captors may 
designate the district 
The United 
States district attorney in the designat­ 
ed district then files a libel against the 
prize property and forthwith obtains a 
warrant from the district court directing 
tho United States marshal to take the 
prize in custody. Three prize commis­ 
sioners are then appointed by the court, 
one of whom must be a retired naval 
offloer, whose appointment must be ap­ 
proved by the secretary of the navy. 
This naval officer cannot receive any 
compensation for his services as com­ 
missioner in addition to the pay he re­ 
ceives from the navy and it is his duty 
to protect the interests of the captors 
and of all departments of the navy in 
the prize property. At least one of the 
other members of the commission must 
be a member of the bar of the court, of 
not less than three years’ standing and 
acquainted with the taking of deposi­ 
tions. 
It is the duty of the prize master to 
seize all the documents of tho captured 
ship, including the logbook, ana for­ 
ward thorn to the prize commissioners 
with explanations of missing papers and 
of alterations in submitted papers. In­ 
terrogatories are prepared by the oourt 
fear the use of the commission and the 
case is heard on deposition of witnesses. 
The pleadings are not technical, and 
where the amount involved exceeds $2,- 
000 an appeal lies to tho supreme court 
of the United States.

Ex-Judge Tree Pictures the Future Policy of 


the United States.—Old Ideas arc 


Out of Date. 


Ex-Judge Lambert Tree, Democrat, 
•tudent of affairs and former minister 
to Russia, is outspoken in behalf of an 
overturning of the traditional “isola­ 
tion" policy of the United States. 
He 
believes 
that Dewey’s 
victory 
has 
thrown into the hands of this Country 
an opportunity which should not be 
overlooked to extend its commercial 
and maritime power. Asked what he 
considered were some of the more im­ 
portant questions thus far suggested 
by the war, Mr. Tree said to a Chicago 
paper: 
“The logic of the war which requires 
the seizure of Manila and Puerto Rico 
will be apt to bring the United States 
face to face with new questions in re­ 
gard to the future policy which ought 
to control the government in ifs inter­ 
national relations. 
It is easy to under­ 
stand how the 
statesmen who were 
guiding the steps of the republic in the 
infancy of its experimental existence, 
when it had scarcely three millions of 
inhabitants, was substantially without 
an army or navy, or the means of pro­ 
curing either, and whose chief inter­ 
est and ambition was to be let alone 
to develop its own internal resources 
and solidify its own federal system 
of government, should strenuously in­ 
sist upon its avoiding any line of ac­ 
tion which might by any possibility 
bring it into contentions 
beyond the 
continent on which it had established 
itself. 
Most of the disputes between 
nations at that period concerned dy­ 
nastic ambitions in which this country 
could have no possible interest aside 
from the fact that our feebleness 
as 
a power of the world admonished us 
to keep clear of them, whatever might 
be their purpose. 
A m erica ra n t Itll B abyhood. 
“But times have changed consider­ 
ably 
now. 
We 
have 
passed 
the 
period of babyhood as a nation and 
find ourselves grown to be a great com­ 
mercial power with a population of 
more than seventy millions, engaged 
In all the pursuits incident to a pro­ 
gressive and aggressive people. 
Our 
manifold interests reach out and touch 
every portion of the inhabited globe. 
The rules laid down for the guidance 
of the sparsely settled, little experi­ 
mental republic of a hundred years ago 
In its international relations scarcely 
fit the powerful nation of today, and 
a strict adhesion to them seems near 
to being fetish worship. Whatever ar­ 
guments may be advanced 
by those 
who look with apprehension upon the 
establishment of new outposts by the 
United States In order to secure their 
share of the world’s commerce, it will 
be found in the end that the country 
will be compelled to obey the laws of 
Its destiny as a great commercial and 
maritime power. 
If not today, then 
tomorrow. China, with her four hun 
tired millions of people and vast re­ 
sources, is soon to be awakened from 
her slumbers of centuries. 
Railways 
will penetrate the heart of the empire 
and ships will fill her navigable rivers 
to engage in trade 
witn 
her. 
The 
United States, whose western frontier 
is bordered by the same ocean which 
washes China's shores, and whose ships 
sail directly out 
of our 
ports 
into 
China’s, must have an equal chance 
to share in China’s trade with European 
nations, whose shores know no other 
ocean 
than 
the 
faraway 
Atlantic. 
Even now the trade of this country 
through the open treaty ports of China 
is many millions of dollars 
greater 
than that of the combined countries 
of continental Europe, and is only ex­ 
ceeded by that of Great Britain. The 
▼eesels also which navigate 
Chinese 
waters and fly the American flag out­ 
number by thousands those of all Eu­ 
rope, Great Britain excepted. 
Yet we 
have recently seen Inaugurated a move­ 
ment by certain continental powers by 


the seizure, mere or less violent, of 
several important ports of China for 
the undoubted purpose of controlling 
and monopolizing the trade there, to 
the exclusion of other nations. 
The 
last breaking into the Flowery King­ 
dom was a case of flat burglary. 
No 
wonder these same powers, after all 
the pains they have taken, contemplate 
with consternation 
and 
.undisguised 
ealousy the event which has trans­ 
pired at Manila, In which an American 
officer of the name of Dewey played a 
part. 
Can it be possible that the de­ 
tested Yankee is going to put his hand 
in the game and spoil the plan of ex­ 
cluding him from sharing in the bene­ 
fits of the Asiatic trade, as the same 
powers have already probably done in 
Africa, England excepted, who, to £er 
everlasting credit be it said, is always 
in favor of open and unrestricted trade? 
If to assure and protect our trade with 
China a foothold on that side of the 
world is necessary, then we must have 
it, cost what it will. 
F orced In to W a r w ith Spain. 
We are at the present time engaged 
in a war with Spain. It is not a war 
of our making. 
It has been brewing 
for three-quarters of a century. 
We 
have been forced into It in order to 
abate an intolerable nuisance In our 
neighborhood and to prevent worse 
consequences. We have been forced 
into it by the conduct of Spain herself, 
and she must pay the cost. The Phil­ 
ippine islands are likely to be one of 
the sources of our indemnity if 
we 
choose to keep them. 
When 
Spain 
emerges from this war it will probably 
be as Impossible for her to retain sov­ 
ereignty over the Philippines as 
it 
would be to retain sway over Cuba. 
The jealousies existing between Eu­ 
ropean powers seem to preclude 
the 
idea of their passing under the flag of 
either of them without exciting a con­ 
flict, even if we were disposed to sell 
them. 
The United States, therefore, 
will most likely have the problem pre­ 
sented to it of deciding whether 
it 
should make a new departure in Its 
foreign policy with reference to the 
acquiring of territory in Asiatic "waters. 
It is not difficult to foresee that such 
a question will excite profound discus­ 
sion in this country between those who 
believe that we should adhere to the 
restricted policy marked out in the be­ 
ginning of the republic, and those who 
believe that the time has arrived for 
broader foreign relations which will 
make us a more Influential factor in 
the control and division of the world’s 
commerce. 
“Any one who has at all noted the 
progress of events must perceive that 
great changes have taken place In the 
character of our government since its 
foundation, little more than a century 
ago. 
The civil war decided the dis­ 
puted question as to whether our sys­ 
tem was a voluntary 
bond 
between 
states to be determined at any mo­ 
ment that either of them thought prop­ 
er to withdraw from it, or whether it 
was an indissoluble union which could 
only be terminated by a majority of 
all of the people of all of the states, 
and we came out of that war a nation 
spelled with a big N. as much so as the 
people of Great Britain, or of France, 
under their systems. 
Since then the 
trend of federal legislation, the decis­ 
ions of the highest judicial tribunal 
In the land, the settlement of delicate 
and intricate questions arising 
with 
otheT nations in consequence of the 
expansion of our commerce, the 
re­ 
sponsibilities created, and even 
the 
jealousies excited by our growing im­ 
portance, all tend to the solidifying of 
power in the central government for 
the protection of the rights and happi­ 
ness of the American people. 
“There are many people, it Is true, 
who regard with nervous apprehension 


an? movement 
looking I to a wider 
sphere of operations by 
the 
United 
States, and think the government un­ 
der which we are ruled does not admit 
of anything approaching 
a 
colonial 
system. 
I am, however, one of those 
who have faith both in the capacity of 
the American people and of their gov­ 
ernment to control, regulate, and gov­ 
ern any colonies in any part of tho 
world which they may find it neces­ 
sary to their interests to establish. A 
free constitutional government where 
the press is untrammeled, education is 
free, religloua tufts are forbidden, and 
Intelligence la Widespread is the best 
government BD ^sasure safe, just, and 
prosperous CSuSWlal 
establishments. 
Such a governniai* Is the United States, 
and such Is 
of Great Britain. 
“Dewey, 
brilliant victory, has, 
almost in 
"tinkling of an eye, 
opened to us the opportunity for 
a 
foothold in the East. 
The discussion 
as to whether we should avail our­ 
selves of it should 
rest, 
not 
upon 
whether the Americans and their gov­ 
ernment would be able to manage and 
govern the Philippine islands success­ 
fully. but whether any government es­ 
tablished by any other people could do 
so, for the Americans and their gov-

“To adhere to old traditions which 
no longer have a raison d’etre is Bour­ 
bonism pure and simple. That is what 
is the matter with Spain today.

Look back over the diplomatic history 
of this country for seventy-flve years 
anti you will find that one of its most 
interesting chapters relates to Cuba. 
You will find that during all of that 
period Cuba has been a constant source 
of anxiety to us lest it might, through 
European intrigues or upheavals, pass 
into other hands than those of Spain. 
More than once the United States has 
been brought face to face in hostile a t­ 
titude, first with one power and then 
with another, because they coveted its 
ownership. In the hands of a strong 
power It would be an unendurable men­ 
ace to us. War with Spain sooner or 
later was inevitable. In no other way

New Revenue Law. 


The Brainerd banks are sending 
out circulars to their customers ex­ 
plaining the workings of the new rev 
enue law so far as it relates to their 
business. 
After July 1st every bank 
check or draft must have a two cent 
revenue*stamp attached to be affixed 
by drawer and cancelled by having 
his initials and the date stamped or 
written thereon. 
Promissory notes 
must bear stamps at the rate of two 
cents for every $100 or fractional part 
thereof to be affixed and canceled in 
the same manner as above, and fail­ 
ure to affix said stamp will subject 
the drawer of check or maker of noto 
or bank paying or negotiating the 
same to a heavy penalty.

The new war tax sends beer up one 
dollar on the barrel—-a little more 
foam to each glass will square the ac­ 
count, remarks an exchange. Cigars 
and tobacco will also assist to pay the 
war tax. Each bauk check will re­ 
quire a two cent stamp. 
Drafts and 
certificates of deposit will also require 
a two cent stamp. Those who borrow 
money on a promisory note will also 
have to stick a two cent stamp on the 
note. On life insurance there is a tax 
of ten cents on every hundred dollars 
insured. On fire insurance a tax of 
one-half of one percent. Pawnbrokers 
telephone and telegraph companies 
are also asked to contribute. Billiard 
and pool tables will be taxed $5 each; 
bowling alleys $10 each; patent med­ 
icines will have to contribute.

PRIZES TAKEN IN WAR. 


Their Disposition and Division 


of the Proceeds. 


THE RIGHTS OF 
THE CAPTORS. 


proceeds tho balance 
is distributed 
among the captors 
The term “ prizo money’* has a wider 
significance than tho term ‘'prize, ” and 
extends to any r e w a r d granted by the 
state for the capture of enemy’s proper­ 
ty, "whether by land or sea. In the Unit­ 
ed States, according to the act of 1864, 
tho whole proceeds go to the captor 
where the prise is of superior or equal 
force to the captor. This fact is deter­ 
mined by the court. Where the prize la 
of inferior force the captor receives one- 
half the proceeds and the other half 
goes to the pension fund of the govern­ 
ment. 
A bounty of $200 is awarded by 
the government where the prize is of 
equal or superior force to the captor and 
$100 where the prize is of inferior force. 
The commanding officer af a fleet ar 
squadron receives one-twentieth of the 
proceeds of tho capture, the commander 
of the division one-fiftieth, the fleet 
captain one-hundredth and the com­ 
mander of a single vessel assisting in 
tho capture one-bmth of the amount al­ 
lotted to the vessel. The rest of the crew 
shares in proportion to the pay they re­ 
ceive from the government 
The prize 
money is turned over to the treasury of 
the Uhitad States at its nearest subde­ 
partment and is distributed in accord­ 
ance with the decree of the court 
The 
distribution is made by the commanding 
officer of the fleet and the paymaster. 
Ransom money and salvage upon con­ 
demned property are distributable aa 
prize money. The United States mar­ 
shal who has the custody and car© of 
the capture receives one-fourth of I per 
oent as his compensation. 
Th© prize 
commissioners receive a salary of $8,000 
a year when their service oovers that 
period. Otherwise their compensation is 
Axed by the conrt, as is the pay of th© 
(rthor officers of the court. Privateer* 
may be awarded the entire proceeds of 
a prize unless it is otherwise provided 
in her commission. 
In the absence of 
any special agreement the proceeds are 
divided equally between the owners of 
the privateer and the ship’s company. 
In the United States salvage on re­ 
capture is allotted according to circum­ 
stances. It is also a noteworthy fact 
that some countries, notably England, 
have held that although a naval prize 
vests in tho sovereign the captors have 
an insurable interest in their prize im­ 
mediately after capture and before con 
detonation on the ground that the cap 
tors have a certain expectation of profit 
upon the safe arrival of the prize in 
port and on the ground that they are 
liable in damages and oosts should th© 
capture prove unjustifiable.—San Fran 
cisco Chronicle.

A n d liners in tho West Indies and th© 
enormous aggregate values of these 
prizes mines tho question as to their dis 
position and the apportionment o f the 
proe<*Mls. It iH difficult to treat a sub­ 
ject of this nature without bringing in 
more or l<*ss collateral material which 
bears directly or indirectly upon th© 
rights of belligerents w ith respect to 
naval prizes, hut an attempt will be 
mado in the following review to doflne 
tile rights of captors and trace the cap­ 
tive schooner from the ti me s h e “ heaves 
to” to the auction block and tho dis 
tributton of tho proceeds arising from 
her sale among tho {Hurtles entitled to 
reward. 
The capture of the enemy’s ship 
does not, as popularly supposed, convey 
any title to the vessel or to her cargo. 
The capture simply gives tho prize crow 
the opportunity to take the ship into 
port and await condemnation proceed 
ings by a court of competent jurisdic 
lion. If tho captor cannot take his prize 
to a native port, he may sell it in a 
neutral port and then dejHisit the prize 
money received with the prize court in 
his own country. The (apter may in 
case of necessity destroy the prize or al­ 
low her owner to ransom her. The goods 
of an enemy or tho ships^>of a neutral 
may be seized, but the noncontraband 
goods on an enemy’s ship may not be 
taken. Contraband goods may be seized 
whereve r aud whenever found. 
Upon 
this subject tho Paris declaration of 
1850 provides that “ the neutral flag 
covers enemy’s goods except contraband 
of w ar; that neutral goods, except con 
traband, aro not Hallie to capture under 
the enemy’s flag. ” 
Those rules, al­ 
though not binding on the United States, 
Were observed by them during the civil 
war. 
The prize must be taken on the high 
seas or in territorial waters of one of 
tho belligerents, and must be taken by 
an armed vessel duly commissioned by 
the sovereign of the captor. 
A capture 
made in neutral waters is in violation 
of neutrality and may be restored at the 
discretion of the neutral power. 
On 
this subject most nations have municipal 
regulations. All public ships of war 
within signaling distance are usually 
entitled to share in tho proceeds of the 
capture. 
This rule was incorporated in 
the United States c(xlo of prize law, act 
of congress, June 80, J 864. 
After the 
capture has been made the next step is 
the determination of its legality. 
It is 
now an understood principle of interna­ 
tional law that this must be determined 
by a qualified prize court. 
Captors 
should send their capture to a conven­ 
ient native port or to the port of an al­ 
len! nation for adjudication. They may 
forfeit their rights by misconduct in 
this respect. 
The prize act of the United States is 
based upon article 8, section 2 of the 
constitution, which provides that “ the 
judicial power shill I extend to all cases 
of admiralty and maritime jurisdic­ 
tion. ” The prizo courts are tho district 
courts, the state courts having no stand­ 
ing in admiralty matters. 
Tile venue of tho prizo court is desig­ 
nated by the secretary of tho navy, but 
should tho secretary of tile navy omit to 
make such designat ion tho captors may 
designate the district. 
The Unitod 
States district attorney in tho designat­ 
ed district then files a libel against the 
prize property and forthwith obtains a 
warrant from the district court directing 
the United States marshal to take the 
prizo in custody. 
Three prize commis­ 
sioners are then appointed by the court, 
one of whom must be a retired naval 
officer, whose appointment must be ap­ 
proved by the secretary of the navy. 
This naval officer cannot receive any 
compensation for his services as com­ 
missioner in addition to the pay he re­ 
ceives from the navy and it is his duty 
to protect the interests of the captors 
and of all departments of tho navy in 
the prizo property. At least one of tho 
other members of tho commission must 
be a member of the bar of the court, of 
not loss than throe years’ standing and 
acquainted with the taking of deposi­ 
tions. 
It is tho duty of the prize master to 
seize all the documents of tho captured 
ship, including the logbook, and for­ 
ward them to the prizo commissioners 
with explanations of missing papers and 
of alterations hi submitted papers. 
In ­ 
terrogatories are prepared by the court 
for the use of the commission and tho 
oaso is heard on deposition of witnesses. 
The pleadings are not technical, and 
where the amount involved exceeds $2,- 
000 an appeal lies to tho supreme court 
of the United States. Tile flag of the 
captured vessel is regarded as prima 
facie evidence only of the nationality of 
the captured vessel, but the registry of 
the captured vessel, her commission and 
other papers fdund on board are conclu­ 
sive evidence of nationality. The sen­ 
tence of a prize commission is a judg­ 
ment in rem. 
The high oourt of admi­

Sues Kindred for $ 2 0 ,0 0 0 . 
The St. Cloud Jon mal-Press of 
Wednesday Bays: 
An important snit was partially tried 
before Judge Searle this morning 
and the name of the defendant is sug- 
ge8tiveof the hot old political times 
of 1884, when Chaft. F. Kindred and 
Knnto Nelson disputed for political 
supremacy in the old Fifth district, 
and when every Republican in the 
district took active Bides for one or 
the ether, and it was a fight to the 
death. 
The action today is that of tho First 
National bauk of Brainerd against 
Chaa. F. aud Sara E. Kindred of Phil 
adelphia, and the amount sued for in 
eluding damages is $20,000. The only 
witness examined was A. F. Feiris, 
president of the bank, and the argu­ 
menta were made later by W. S. Mc- 
Clenahan for the plaintiff corporation 
and C. A. Severance of St. Paul for 
the defendants. 
The history of the case runs bock 
t) November 4, 1880, when Kindred 
and his wife executed a mortgage for 
I IO,(HK) on the Villard hotel property 
at Brainerd. 
This mortgage ran to 
H. J. Spencer, then president of the 
bank, and he latter assigned it to the 
bank. 
It is alleged that no part of 
this mortgage has ever been paid ex­ 
cept a small part of the interest. 
It 
is alleged that when the mortgage 
given the hotel property was well 
worth $30,000, but in May, 1887, it 
burned and the lots on which it stood 
were worth not to exceed $4,000. 
J. 
J, Howe A Co. had a mechanic’s lien 
on the property, which was paramount 
to tho mortgage, and in 1890 tho land 
was sold to satisfy a claim of 13,174.50. 
By reason of the facts recited, the 
plaintiff claims damages of $20,000. 
||T h e defense is made by Mrs. Kin 
dred, in whose name all tho property 
now is. 
She claims that $24,000 was 
collected as insurance on the burned 
property, and that this money was a 
discharge of the debt which the mort 
gage secured so far aH her covenants 
were concerned. 
It appears that the 
nnney was applied to the payment of 
other debts which Kindred owed the 
bank. The suit is brought on the cov­ 
enants of tho mortgage. 
An attempt 
was made to try it some months ago 
at Philadelphia. 
It will be finally 
submitted to Judge Searle on briefs.

Lambert Tree, Democrat, 
student of affairs and former minister 
to Russia, is outspoken in behalf of an 
overturning of the traditional "isola­ 
tion” polit y of the United States. 
JU' 
believes 
that Dewey’s 
victory 
has 
thrown into the hands of this country 
an opportunity which should not 
be 
overlooked to extend its commercial 
and maritime power. 
Asked what he 
considered w< re some of the more im­ 
portant questions thus far suggested 
by the war, Mr. Tree said to a Chicago 
poi cr: 
“The logic of tim war which requires 
the seizure of Manila and Puerto Rico 
will be apt to bring the United States 
face to face with new questions in re­ 
gard to the future policy which ought 
to control the government In its inter­ 
national relations. 
It is easy to under­ 
stand how the 
statesmen who were 
guiding the steps of the republic in the 
infancy of its experimental existence, 
when it had scarcely three millions of 
inhabitants, was substantially without 
an army or navy, or the means of pro­ 
curing either, and whose chief inter­ 
est and ambition was to be let alone 
to develop its own internal resources 
and solidify its own federal system 
of government, should strenuously in­ 
sist upon its avoiding any line of ac­ 
tion which might by any possibility 
bring it into contentions 
beyond the 
continent on which it had established 
itself. 
Most of the disputes between 
nations at that period concerned dy­ 
nastic ambitions in which this country 
could have no possible Interest aside 
from the fact that our feebleness 
as 
a power of the world admonished us 
to keep clear of them, whatever might 
be their purpose. 


A m erica Past It* Babyhood. 
“But times have changed consider­ 
ably 
now. 
We 
have 
passed 
the 
period of babyhood as a nation and 
find ourselves grown to be a great com­ 
mercial power with a population of 
more than seventy millions, engaged 
In all the pursuits incident to a pro­ 
gressive and aggressive people. 
Our 
manifold interests reach out and touch 
every portion of the inhabited globe. 
The rules laid down for the guidance 
of the sparsely settled, little experi­ 
mental republic of a hundred years ago 
In its international relations scarcely 
fit the powerful nation of today, and 
a strict adhesion to them seems near 
to being fetish worship* Whatever a r ­ 
guments may be advanced 
by 
those 
who look with apprehension upon the 
establishment of new outposts by the 
United States in order to secure their 
chare of the w of Id’s commerce, it will 
be found in the end that the country 
will be compelled to obey the laws of 
Its destiny as a great commercial and 
maritime power. 
If not today, then 
tomorrow. 
Chinn, with her four hun­ 
dred millions of people and vast re­ 
sources. is soon to be awakened from 
her slur liers of 
centuries. 
Railways 
will penetrate the heart of the empire 
and ships will fill her navigable rivers 
to engage in trade 
witn 
her. 
The 
United States, whose western frontier 
Is I ordered by the same ocean which 
washes China's shores, and whose ships 
sail directly out 
of our 
ports 
Into 
China’s, must have an equal chance 
to share in China's trade with European 
nations, Whose shores know no other 
ocean 
than 
the 
faraway 
Atlantic. 
Even now the trade of this country 
through the open treaty ports of China 
is many millions of dollars 
greater 
than th at of the combined countries 
of continental Europe, and is only ex­ 
ceeded by that of Great Britain. 
The 
vessels also which navigate 
Chinese 
waters and fly the American flag out­ 
number by thousands those of all E u ­ 
rope. Great Britain excepted. 
Yet we 
have recently seen Inaugurated a move­ 
ment by certain continental powers by 


the seizure, mere or less violent, of 
several important ports of China for 
the undoubted purpose of controlling 
and monopolizing the trade there, to 
the exclusion of other nations. 
The 
last breaking into the Flowery King­ 
dom was a case of flat burglary. 
No 
wonder these same powers, after all 
the pains they have taken, contemplate 
with consternation 
and 
undisgtiis* d 
jealousy the event which 
bas 
tran s­ 
pired at Manila, in which an American 
officer of the name of Dewey played a 
part. 
Can it be r o u b l e that tho de­ 
tested Yankee is going to put his hand 
in the game and spoil the plan of ex­ 
cluding him from sharing in the bene­ 
fits of tho Asiatic trade, as the same 
powers have already probably done in 
Africa, England excepted, who, to her 
everlasting credit be it said, is always 
in favor of open and unrestricted trade? 
If to assure and protect our trade with 
China a foothold on that side of 
the 
world is necessary, then we must have 
it, cost what It will. 


F o r c e d I n to W a r 
w ith Spain* 
“We are at the present time engaged 
in a war with Spain. 
It Is not a war 
of our making. 
It has been brewing 
for three-quarters of 
a century. 
We 
have been forced into it in order to 
abate an intolerable nuisance in our 
neighborhood and 
to 
prevent 
worse 
consequences. 
We 
have 
been forced 
into it by the conduct of Spain herself, 
and she must pay the cost. 
The Phil­ 
ippine islands are likely to be one of 
the sources of our indemnity if 
we 
choose to keep them. 
When 
Spain 
emerges from this war it will probably 
be as Impossible for her to retain sov­ 
ereignty over the 
Philippines 
as 
it 
would be to retain sway over Cuba. 
Nhe jealousies existing between E u ­ 
ropean powers seem to preclude 
the 
idea of their passing under the flag of 
either of them without exciting a con­ 
flict, even if we were disposed to sell 
them. 
The United States, therefore, 
will most likely have the problem pre­ 
sented to it of deciding whether 
it 
should make a new departure in its 
foreign policy with reference to the 
acquiring of territory in Asiatic waters. 
It is not difficult to foresee that such 
a question will excite profound discus­ 
sion in this country between those who 
believe that we should adhere to the 
restricted policy marked out in the be­ 
ginning of the republic, and those who 
believe that the time has arrived for 
broader foreign relations which will 
make us a more influential factor in 
the control and division of the world's 
commerce. 
“Any one who has at all noted the 
progress of events must perceive that 
great changes have taken place in the 
character of cur government since its 
foundation, little more than a century 
ago. 
The civil war decided the dis­ 
puted question as to whether our sys­ 
tem was a voluntary 
bond 
between 
states to he determined at any mo­ 
ment that either of them thought prop­ 
er to withdraw from it. or whether it 
was an indissoluble union which could 
only he terminated by a majority of 
all of the people of all of the states, 
and we came out of that war a nation 
spelled with a big N. as much so as the 
people of Great Britain, or of France, 
under their systems. 
Since then the 
trend of federal legislation, the decis­ 
ions of the highest judicial tribunal 
in the land, the settlement of delicate 
and intricate questions arising 
with 
other nations in consequence cf the 
expansion of our commerce, the 
re­ 
sponsibilities created, and even 
the 
jealousies excited by our growing im­ 
portance, all tend to the solidifying of 
power in the central government for 
the protection of the rights and happi­ 
ness of the American people. 
“There are many people, it is true, 
who regard with nervous apprehension

Look hack over the diplomatic history 
of this country for seventy-five years 
m d you will find that one of its most 
interesting chapters relates to Cuba. 
You will find that during all of that 
period Cuba has been a constant source 
of anxiety to us lest It might, through 
European intrigues or upheavals, pass 
into other hands than those of Spain. 
More than once the United States has 
b^en brought face to face in hostile a t­ 
titude, first with one power and then 
with another, because they coveted its 
ownership.
